Turkey Proposes 
New Peace Plan 
In Cyprus Fight 


WASHINGTON (AP) — President 
Nixon’s failure to comply with House 
Judiciary Committee subpoenas will 
be the basis for a third article of im­ 
peachment the committee is expected 
to approve. 


Rep. Robert McClory, R-Ill., sponsor 
of the article, predicts it will be 
adopted by a 22-16 margin. There also 
is a chance a fourth article based on 
Nixon’s 
personal 
finances 
will 
be 
approved. 


Today’s meeting, which could wind 
up the committee’s long impeachment 
proceedings, 
begins at 
IO:30 
a m. 
E D T ., 
b roadcast 
nationally 
on 
television and radio. 
The committee climaxed a 12-hour 
session Monday night by voting 28-10 in 
favor of an article charging Nixon with 
violations of his oath of office and his 
constitutional duties. 
Seven Republicans joined the 21 
committee Democrats in support of 
the 
article, 
which many of them 
judged to be stronger than the ob­ 
struction of justice article approved 
Saturday, 27-11. 
“ Just as a consistent abuse of power 
holds more danger for the republic 
than a single criminal act, so is this a 
far more serious charge than in the a r­ 
ticle already 
adopted,” 
said 
Rep. 
Law rence 
J . 
Hogan 
R-M d., 
a 
misleading supporter of Article II. 
Rep. Robert F. Dnnan, D-Mass., 
called 
the 
com m ittee’s 
action 
“a 
victory for justice” and said history 
may compare it to the challenge of the 
English barons that led to the signing 
of the Magna Carta in 1215, a milestone 
in the growth of political liberty in 
England. 
President Nixon’s supporters on the 
panel viewed the proceedings darkly. 
“ I’m deeply concerned for the future 
of the presidency,” said Rep. Delbert 
L. Ixitta. R-Ohio. 
Rep. Charles E . Wiggins, R-Calif., 


said the committee was taking a step 
toward parliamentary government by 
basing impeachment on so vague a 
charge as abuse of presidential power. 


But the Democrats and Republicans 
supporting the article said the offenses 
charged against Nixon were so serious 
they threatened the freedom of the 
American people. 


Article II is based on the oath a 
President takes to faithfully execute 
his office and to preserve, protect and 
defend the Constitution, and on the 
duty the Constitution imposes on him 
to see that the laws are faithfully 
executed. 
It charges Nixon with violating both 
his oath and his constitutional duties 
by misusing the Internal Revenue 
Service, authorizing illegal wiretaps, 
establishing a secret investigative unit 
in the White House that engaged in 
unlawful 
activities 
and 
interfering 
with investigations of the Watergate 
break-in and cover-up. 
“We cam e perilously close to losing 
our basic freedoms,” said Rep. Paul S. 
Sarbanes, D-Md., in a final round of 
debate before the vote. “ And it is for 
that reason we must act affirmatively 
tonight.” 
During the long day and night of 
debate on the article, Nixon’s sup­ 
porters insisted there either was no 
evidence linking the President to the 
illegal acts charged, or that the acts 
were justified by national security 
considerations. 
The article covers acts by Nixon’s 
subordinates, as well as his own, a 
provision challenged by Wiggins as 
attempting to hold Nixon responsible 
for the misdeeds of others. 
But McClory, citing the score of 
former White House and Nixon re­ 
election campaign officials either in 
prison or under indictment, said Nixon 
could not escape responsibility. 
“ A President can only act through 


his subordinates,” McClory said. “ The 
question is, is he tolerating, has he 
tolerated this kind of conduct in and 
around the White House? ” 
Much of the debate centered on the 
establishment of the plumbers 
in­ 
vestigative unit in the White House, 
which Nixon’s defenders said was 
entirely justified by national security 
concerns caused by Daniel Ellsberg’s 
leaking of the Pentagon Papers. 
Rep. Joshua Eilberg, I> P a ., said 
that 
between 
the 
administration’s 
wiretapping of private citizens and the 
operations of the plumbers unit, “the 
Nixon White House made the secret 
police a reality in the United States.” 
The third article to be proposed also 
is based on Nixon’s oath of office and 
constitutional requirement to see that 
the laws are faithfully executed. 
It states that he “ has failed without 
lawful cause or excuse to produce 
papers and things as directed by duly 
authorized subpoenas ...” The com­ 
mittee issued eight subpoenas calling 
for tapes of 147 
conversations.

McClory’* proposed article says by 
refusing to honor the subpoenas, Nixon 
was undermining the constitutional 
process of impeachment. 
Only McClory and Hogan among the 
Republicans are expected to support 
the proposed article, and at least one 
Democrat, Rep. Walter Flowers, D- 
Ala., has said he would vote against it. 
The fourth proposed article will be 
offered by Rep. Edward Mezvinsky, D- 
Iowa, and will make two charges: 
—That Nixon unlawfully received 
compensation in the form of govern­ 
ment expenditures on his privately- 
owned properties at San Clemente, 
Calif., and Key Biscayne, Fla. 
—That he failed to report certain 
income and claimed deductions on his 
federal income taxes returns for the 
years 1969-72 not authorized by law.

negotiatiors in Geneva. 
British Foreign Secretary Jam es 
Callaghan met first this morning with

Their 
military advisers were summoned to 
join them later this afternoon, in­ 
dicating the negotiations were going 
from the stage of generalizations to the 
specific technical questions involved in 
a disengagement of Greek Cypriot and 
Turkish forces on Cyprus. 
Turkey now has more than 20,000 
troops on Cyprus; they are opposed by 
the remnants of the 11,000-man Greek 
Cypriot National Guard and 30,000-40,- 
000 reservists, plus a Greek army 
detachment of about 1,000 men. The 
Turks are occupying a 200-square-mile 
corridor from the Turkish sector of 
Nicosia, the 
capital, to 
a 
15-mile 
beachhead on the northern coast in­ 
cluding the city of Kyrenia. 
Military observers said small units 
from each side were making forays 
across each other’s lines, but this was 
normal in any cease-fire situation until 
term s for a permanent truce were 
settled.

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NEW YORK (AP) - Those funny 
little lines on cans of peas, soup and 
other grocery items are the signal for a 
new marketing technique that store 
officials claim will save money and 
time for shoppers and the industry. 
Consumers aren’t sure how well it will 
work. 
Supermarkets are just starting to try 
the system on a limited basis. It’s 
called the Universal Product Code and 
involves the use of a scanner and 
computer designed to speed things up 
at the checkout counter and cut down 
on human errors. 
The Marsh Store at the Sherwood 
Shopping Center in Troy, Ohio, has 
been using the code system since June 
28 and spokesman Steve Overmyer 
said Monday that initital reaction had 
been “just fantastic.” He conceded 
that there were “a few little bugs here 
and there, 
but nothing 
like the 
problems we anticipated.” 
Some 
1,700 manufacturers, with 
annual grocery sales of $69 billion, are 
planning to implement the system. 
They’re 
members 
of 
a 
trade 
association 
called the 
Uniform 
Grocery Product Code Council. 
Here’s how the system works: The 
different sized lines are imprinted on a 
can or box by the manufacturer. A 
spokesman for Distribution Codes Inc. 
of Washington, D.C., which developed 
the system, explained that the lines 
really are called a “machine readable 
symbol linear bar type.” 
Some of the lines stand for the name 
of the manufacturer and the type of 
product. The rpst represent the price. 


Its up to the individual supermarket 
to set the price by feeding information 
into a computer. It might tell the 
computer that a specific combination 
of lines means 29 cents, for example. 
If an item is not marked with the 
code—either because the manufac­ 
turer has not imprinted it or because 
the product is something like meat that 
varies in price according to weight— 
the store can stamp on its own symbol 
with an in-store printer. 
The customer takes the product to 
the checkout counter where it passes 
by an electronic scanner which 
"reads” the lines and asks the com­ 
puter what the price is. The comput­ 
er’s reply flashes up on a screen and is 
noted on the cash register. 
Shoppers still will get a supermarket 
tape including not only the price, but 
the name of each item, represented by 
what’s known as a 12-character alpha 
description. 
That 
means 
the 
description of the product can’t be 
more than 12 letters. 
Consumer opposition stems from 
industry plans to ultimately eliminate 
price tags on individual items entirely. 
The price would be posted on the shelf 
above or below an item, but wouldn’t 
be stamped on the product itself. 
Shoppers say such a system wouldn’t 
work. They point out that in cities 
where unit pricing is in effect- 
requiring stores to post the price of an 
item per pound or other standard 
unit— the shelf signs often get mixed 
up, are out of date or aren’t big 
enough. 
Legalized Prostitution Urged 
By Bar Association Panel 


CHICAGO (AP) — I^ws against 
prostitution 
are 
blatantly 
discriminatory against women, invade 
individual privacy and should be 
dropped from state books, a com­ 
mittee 
of 
the 
American 
Bar 
Association recommends. 
The recommendation is in a report 
that calls for the adoption of a 
resolution which urges states to 
“repeal all laws which classify as 
criminal prostitution or solicitation by 
or on behalf of a prostitute.” 
The resolution is to be considered by 
the ABA’s House of Delegates at its 
annual meeting in August. Approval of 
the resolution by the full House and the 
ABA’s Board of Governors will provide 
guidance to state bars and other 
lobbying 
groups 
before 
state 
legislatures. 
The committee says there is no 
reason for a state to outlaw “com­ 
mercial sex.” 
“Whether a person chooses to 
engage in sexual intercourse for pure 
recreation, or in 
exchange for 
something of value, is a matter of 
individual choice, not for govern­ 
mental interference,” the report 
states. Decriminalization could lead to 
a reduction of crime associated with 
prostitution, it says. 
Carole Bellows, a Chicago lawyer 
and vice chairman of the committee 
that approved the resolution, said the 
rise of the liberated woman, expanding 
notions about the right of privacy and a 
growing concern about so-called 
victimless crimes contributed to the 
committee’s unanimous approval of 
the report at a meeting of its 20 
members in May. 
A primary reason for the com­ 
mittee’s action was the discriminatory 
nature 
of 
statutes 
outlawing 
prostitution. 
“In accordance with society’s double 
standard of sexual 
morality, the 
woman who sells her body is punished 
criminally and stigmatized socially 
while her male customer, either by the 
explicit design of the statute or 
through a pattern of discriminatory 
enforcement, is left unscathed,” the 
report states. 
it says that in most states the law- 
ignores 
the 
fact 
that 
male 
homosexuals can be prostitutes and 
“more 
importantly, 
that 
male 
customers, without whom prostitution 
would be impossible, are accomplices 
rn this so-cailed criminal act.” 
It also calls for the decriminalization 
of solicitation to prostitution, saying 
such a law discriminates against poor 
and minority women who must operate 
in the streets in contrast to call girls 
who operate out of plush hotel suites. 
The report was approved by the 


ABA’s Section of Individual Rights and 
Responsbilities, headed by Albert E. 
Jenner Jr., Chicago lawyer now ser­ 
ving as counsel to the House Judiciary 
Conumttee considering articles of 
impeachment. 
Jenner was chairman of the meeting 
in May and did not vote on the 
resolution, said Miss Bellows. 
The ABA House of Delegates the 
past two years has acted favorably on 
recommendations from the same 
committee 
calling 
for 
the 
decriminalization of homosexual 
activity and the use of marijuana. 
Viet Fight

SAIGON (AP) — Heavy fighting 
along the northern coast of South 
Vietnam below Da Nang continued for 
the 14th day today, the Saigon com­ 
mand reported. 


The command claimed 113 North 
Vietnamese were killed in clashes 
around besieged Dai Ix>c and Due Due, 
besieged district towns within 20 miles 
of Da Nang. Five government troops 
were killed and 32 were wounded, the 
conunand said.

believed to be missing after the North 
Vietnamese on Monday overran seven 
outposts around Thuong Due, a third 
besieged district town 20 miles south­ 
west of Da Nang.

Motorcycle Deaths 
Prove Worrisome 


NEW YORK (A P ) - The 40-year old 
executive who finally persuaded his 
wife last Christmas to let him buy a 
motorcycle because “we’ll save on 
gas” may have been playing a deadly 
game, 
In fact, by now he could be one of the 
675 persons who lost their lives on 
motorcycles on the nation’s highways 
through the first four months of 1974, 
according to National Highway Traffic 
Safety Administration estimates. 
Although the returns are early, 
motorcycle deaths to date are running 
more than 30 per cent ahead of 1973, in 
sharp contrast to a 23.8 per cent de­ 
cline this year in over-all traffic 
deaths. 
Running side by side with the higher 
motorcycle 
death 
figures 
are 
dramatically higher cycle sales. The 
Motorcycle Industry 
Council, 
a 
W ashington-based 
lobby 
group, 
estim ates motorcycle sales have 
jumped about 50 per cent so far this, 
year to roughly 700,000 to 750,000 new 
vehicles. 
Added to the 4,222,000 motorcycles 
the Department of Transportation 
estimates were on the road at the end 
of 1973, the total cycle population now 
stands near five million, and is 
growing this year at a 32 per cent 
annual clip. 
The fatality figures so far in 1974 are 
alarming, since in all but one of the 
last IO years, the council says, there 
was a downtrend in the ratio of 
motorcycle 
deaths 
to 
vehicle 
registrations. 
One explanation, according to Bob 
Hicks, publisher of Cycle Sport 
magazine, is that the energy crisis 
gave many nonteen-age, middle class 
persons with little or no cycling know­ 
how the excuse they’d been looking for 
“to get their courage up and do what 
they wanted to do in the first place.” 
Ad cam paigns by some cycle 
makers stressing the new image of 
respectability and fuel economy 
helped to persuade the wife to go along 
with a motorcycle, Hicks said.

Sea Venture's Adventure

ABOARD M-S SEA VENTURE, 
HAMILTON, BERMUDA - This 
.sparkling white cruise ship has not as 
yet been awarded the W in o n a Cross, 
but that takes time. Only four months 
have passed since she (the Sea Ven­ 
ture, not Victoria) saved the Queen 
Elizabeth 2 from a fate which Lord 
Nelson would have judged worse than 
death—humility on the high seas. 
Bjorn Vaage, the handsome young 
master of the Sea Venture, and chief 
engineer Hans Iversen, who played 
roles in what later was certificated as 
•‘an unusual event on the high seas," 
told us today what it was like when a 
cruise ship, many of whose passengers 
were sight-seeing ashore, went to the 
aid of the world's most famour ship, 
the QE-2, dead in the water 214 miles 
south by southwest of Bermuda. 
QE-2, with 1,654 passengers aboard, 
mostly Americans and Canadians, was 
suffering from what a landlubber 
might call a bleeding ulcer. Oil had 
somehow gotten mixed into the water 
that is pumped into the boilers that 
make the steam that turns the turbines 
that spin the propellers. That produced 
too much heat and all three boilers had 
to be shut down. The powerless giant 
lay there like a stunned whale, in, 
fortunately, gentle seas. In rough seas, 
or fire, there might have been a great 
marine disaster. 
Spirits remained high, however. 
Someone remembered a problem the 
QE-2 had had on her shakedown cruise 
a few years ago when she suffered a 
similar fainting spell. The bullhorn 
had come on with an announcement 
that could have been uttered only by a 
proper British purser. He said, “Will 
Mr. Jones or anyone, repeat anyone, 
who knows how to turn off dishwashing 
machinery please report to the kit­ 
chen9" (Which ranks with the scene at 
the rail of the Titanic when a proper 
mother, lifting her child into a lifeboat 
as the ice-disemboweled ‘ safest ship 
in the world" settled rn the water, said, 
‘ Drat. Wouldn't this happen when he 
didn’t have his nanny with us.") 
“We were docked here at Hamilton 
when we got our orders to go to the 
help of the QE-2," Vaage told us in his 
roomy quarters, with the sound of his 
children’s laughter coming from a 
neighboring room. "The represen­ 
tative of the local Cunard office came 
aboard to tell us what we already 
knew, from the radio, that we were the 
nearest ship to the QE-2. There was 
soon a running dialogue among lon­ 
don, New York, and our owner, Oivind 
Ixirentzen, in Oslo. Our master at that 
tune, Captain Torbjom Hauge, and I, 
then staff captain, got in touch by 
phone with our good friend Captian 
Peter Jackson, master of the QE-2. 
"He didn’t go rn for any dramatics, 
of course. He's British. 
But 
we 
detected that the situation with him 
was getting pretty bad. So we prepared

to go out to hun. But first we had to do 
something about our own passengers, 
more than 600 of them. Some were 
ashore and not able to be reached. We 
announced to the owners that we could 
get them lodging ashore, while we 
were gone, or they could come along if 
they wished. Some 202 volunteered to 
stay with us. 


"We stopped just long enough at St. 
Goerge’s to pick up the seven Cunard 
people who had been flown over from 
london, including their chief engineer 
who had been found somewhere on 
vacation. As we put out again, two of 
our passengers were lying on a beach 
not far away dozing in the sun. The 
lady opened her eyes and said, 
T here’s a ship leaving. It looks like 
ours.’ Her husband said, ‘Nonsense, go 
back to sleep. We don’t leave for two 
more days.* But he opened an eye, just 
rn case, then shouted, ‘Good God. Ifs 
the Sea Venture all right.’ They didn’t 
have a penny with them. 


"We had brought along a lot of things 
the QE-2 told us she needed: tow cable, 
fuel for her emergency systems that 
operated such things as her lighting 
and her toilets, 200 pounds of bread, 150 
pounds of chicken, 260 pounds of ham, 
250 quarts of milk, ropes, whatnot. 
"We picked her up on radar 25 miles 
away and moved in to 250 yards. By all 
means we must not bump at sea. We 
have four of the finest tenders ever 
built — they were built in Bergen, 


Norway, by the Bjorke Batbyggeri 
people. They took care of the whole 
transfer job. First they went to the side 
of the QE-2 and brought us 20 inflatable 
rubber rafts and a thousand life 
jackets, in case anything happened to 
us on the way back — with all those 
new passengers on board. Then the 
people. Senior citizens first — 815 of 
them, each permitted to bring a 
suitcase and a hand bag. We did the 
whole job in six hours, with only two 
injuries, a passenger’s bruised ankle, 
the broken wTist of a crew member. 
"There were some tears when we 
brought them aboard. But within an 
hour after our overnight trip back to 
Hamilton began, well, you never saw 
anything like it. We kept all the bars 
going all night—free, of course—and 
buffet tables loaded all over the ship. 
We found 700 beds, thanks to our crew 
and some of the passengers doubling 
and tripling up, and put the rest of the 
people in deck chairs or on cots in our 
public rooms. 
‘‘We pulled back into Hamilton at 
dawn. Three jumbo jets were waiting 
at the airport to take the QE-2 people to 
New York. There was a line of IOO 
cabs, probably every cab in Bermuda, 
to shuttle them to the airport." 
Capt Vaage sighed. ‘It was indeed 
an ‘unusual event,’" he said. "And you 
know something? The people who took 
it most in stride, who stayed more 
cheerful throughout the whole thing, 
were the senior citizens."

Speaking Of Your Health

My husband and I each have a child 
by a previous marriage. I am 36-years- 
old and would like to have a child of our 
own. He feels it is so dangerous that 
he avoids any discussion of it. Do you 
agree with this? 
Mrs. A.N., N.J. 


Dear Mrs. N.: 
There are two aspects to your 
problem that are obvious to me. The 
first is the possibility that your 
husband 
avoids 
any 
discussion 
because he may not be enthusiastic 
about the idea of having another child. 
It may be that he is using the 
possibility of danger as a subtle way of 
not admitting his real feelings. 


The second is that a woman of your 
age w ho is in good health need not feel 
threatened by any special dangers in 
giving birth to another baby. The fact 
that you already have had 
one 
minimizes the hazards. 
There need be no guesswork about 
safety. A physical examination by 
your doctor or gynecologist will an­ 
swer any fears either one of you may 
have about a possible pregnancy. 
A discussion with your doctor may 
also reveal hidden anxieties that your 
husband may have about the start of a 
"new family" at his age. 


Our two-year-old son is cross-eyed. I 
notice this when he is tired. Do 
children outgrow this? At what age 
should he be examined by a specialist? 
Mrs. G.B., Mont. 
Dear Mrs. B.: 
The age at which a child should be 
examined for any unusual problem is 
at the time the parents first recognize 
it. 
New born children very often seem to 
have crossed eyes because they have 
not developed full coordination. This 
quickly disappears. 
But a two-year-old child should be 
examined to determine the cause, and 
a way of correcting the problem. 
Delaying medical attention in the hope 
that the child will outgrow the con­ 
dition is wishful thinking, but poor 
medicine. 
There are many techniques for 
correcting weak muscles. Special 
exercises and corrective lenses are 
helpful. 
Also, 
visual 
training 
techniques can strengthen weak 
muscles. 
Surgery is the method of choice 
when all other techniques have been 
tried. It is most important that young 
children have the problem of cross- 
eyes corrected before they are em­ 
barrassed by playmates.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Many House 
Southern Democrats, a group crucial 
to President Nixon’s hopes of avoiding 
impeachment, appear prepared to fol­ 
low their three Judiciary Committee 
colleagues into the proimpeachment 
camp. 
Interviews with a dozen Southern 
Dem ocrats, representing a cross- 
section of the 74 from the ll states of 
the Old Confederacy, and estimates of 
experienced House head-counters 
indicate Nixon may hold barely half of 
them. 
With most of the 174 Northern and 
Western Democrats expected to vote 
for impeachment, that means the 
President would have to hold almost 
all of the 187 House Republicans, a 
difficult task after six of 17 Re­ 
publicans on the Judiciary panel voted 
for impeachment. 
Thus, the decline in the President’s 
southern flank is a major factor in the 
growing belief of House leaders that 
Nixon will be impeached. 
Even among the more conservative, 
older Southern Dem ocrats, solid 
backers of Nixon on most legislative 
matters, there has been a perceptible 
decline in the President’s support. 
Few, even likely Nixon backers, are 
willing to say for sure they will oppose 
the impeachment move. 
"I don’t want to vote for im­ 
peachm ent,’’ said Rep. Joe D. 


Waggonner, 
D-La., 
one of 
the 
acknowledged leaders of the con­ 
servative Southerners. But he declined 
to say how he would vote and noted, ‘‘I 
have made no irrevocable statement." 


"I think he’s made plenty 
of 
mistakes," said Rep. Olin E. Teague, 
D-Tex., chairm an of the House 
Democratic Caucus. But he indicated 
he too, was reluctant to vote for im­ 
peachment. 
But league, a 28-year veteran, and 
Waggonner, a House member more 
than 12 years, represent an older style 
of Southerner. Of the 74 Southern 
Democrats, 40 have been in Congress 
less than IO years. 


Surveys indicate that increasingly 
the younger Southern Democrats vote 
more like their northern cousins.

A visit to Crane Creek State Park 
and th e adjoining M agee M arsh 
Wildlife Area provides the opportunity 
to com bine an outing at the beach with 
an environm ental learning session. 


The 2,600-acre area, m anaged by the 
D epartm ent of Natural 
Resources’ 
divisions of wildlife and parks and 
recreation, is on the shore of I^ake Erie 
in eastern Lucas and western Ottawa 
counties. 


The 72-acre park consists of a 3,000- 
foot beach and swim ming area. The 
beach is backed by an area generously 
sprinkled with picnic tables and grills 
for cooking. 


The length of the beach has been 
shortened considerably in recent years 
due to the all-tim e high levels of I .ake 
E rie, but it rem ains a popular sum ­ 
m ertim e spot. 


“ Most of our visistors are from the 
surrounding counties and are fam iliar 
with the a re a ,” says park m anager 
Bill Woodworth. “ We get a lot of local 
school groups coming out to visit the 
bird center and picnic on the lakefront 
beach.” 
The S p ortsm en M ig rato ry B ird 
Center, a unique attraction on the 
Magee M arsh Wildlife Area, is an 
im p ressiv e tw o-story s tru c tu re of 
heavy Umber post and beam con­ 
struction which houses a lounge area, 
duck club and habitat display area and 
has observation decks offering a view 
of the surrounding m arsh area. 
The bird center “ introduces visitors 
to natural history and conservation 
p rin cip les of 
O hio’s 
m a rsh 
e n ­ 
vironm ent.” 
D isplays 
include 
a 
co m p lete 
waterfowl decoy collection as well as 
duck boats and other equipm ent used 
in duck hunting. 
In addition to a display of m igratory 
birds such as woodducks, m ergansers, 
Wilson’s snipe and herons, there are 
mounted hawks, owls, and bald eagles. 
Other wildlife on display include 
sq u irre l, 
fox, 
w easel, 
opposum , 
woodchuck, raccoon, skunk, m uskrat, 
and deer, and many songbirds and 
other bird species. 
Also shown are a variety of fish 
species, including largem outh bass, 
c ra p p ie , 
yellow 
p e rc h , 
su n fish , 
channel catfish, and bowfin. 
The center is open seven days a week 
from 8 a.m . to 5 p.m. Monday through 
Friday and 9 to 5 on Saturday and 
Sunday. Visitors should plan on taking 
at least two hours for a tour of the 
center. 
The p ra irie -m a rs h 
zone 
w hich 
m akes up the park and wildlife area 
and the adjacent Ottawa National 
Wildlife Refuge is used extensively by 
m igratory waterfowl in both the spring 
and fall m igrating periods. 
Division of wildlife biologists have 
re p o rte d c o n c e n tra tio n s ex ceeding 
100,000 birds in the area for brief stints 
during the peak m igrating periods. 
The area supports a local Canada 
goose population of 2,500, which is 
considered significant 
because the 
giant Canada geese had been virtually 
nonexistent in the area for a num ber of 
years. 
Most of the sta te ’s w etlands ecology 
research on m igratory birds and other 
wildlife is done at Crane Creek Wildlife 
E xperim ent Station on the wildlife

i Q. I I paid $50 to attend a dinner to 
raise funds for a political candidate. Is 
the entire cost of the ticket deductible 
or do I have to subtract the value of the 
m eal lo arrive at my deduction, 


i A. i The entire cost of the ticket to 
the political dinner is eligible for a 
deduction or credit if the dinner is 
clearly rn the context of a cam paign of 
an 
eligible candidate 
and 
is 
not 
prim arily a device to confer private 
benefit in the form of m eals or en­ 
te rta in m e n t 
to 
th e 
c o n trib u to r. 
O therw ise, the contribution includes 
only the excess of the am ount paid 
over the fair m arket value of the m eal 
and entertainm ent. 


Qualified political contributions m ay 
be deducted up to $50, ($100 if m arried 
filing jointly I or one half m ay Ik* taken 
as a credit against your tax up to $12.50 
< $25 if m arried filing jointly). 


(Q.) How do you report dividends 
received on m utual fund shares? 


(A.) It all depends on the type of 
dividend you receive from the fund. 
O rd in a ry 
d iv id en d s 
or 
ta x a b le 
dividends are the m ost common type 
and any dividends you receive can be 
assum ed to be an ordinary dividend 
unless the fund indicates otherwise. 
E xcept for the first $100 of such 
dividends which generally m ay be 
exclu d ed from incom e, o rd in a ry 
dividends are fully taxable. 


Some funds distribute capital gain 
dividends. These are treated as long 
term capital gains and are taxed at a 
m ore favorable rate than ordinary 
dividends. However, these capital gain 
dividends do not qualify for the $100 
dividend exclusion. 


A fund distribution not out of e a r­ 
nings and profits is not taxed. It is a 
return of your investm ent, or capital, 
in stock of the m utual fund. A m utual 
fund will notify you on Form 1099DIV

CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - John 
Robert Allen, 42, of suburban Mount 
Airy, will appear for preliminary 
hearing Friday in Hamilton County 
Municipal Court in connection with the 
fatal shooting of his former real estate 
employer.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio 
Agriculture Director Gene Aber­ 
crombie says he will block the sale of 
state lottery tickets at the Ohio State 
Fair until a ruling by the attorney 
general is cleared up. 


Atty. Gen. William J. Brown has 
ruled that the amendment approved by 
voters creating the lottery supersedes 
other state laws prohibiting gambling 
at fairgrounds. 
Abercrombie said that the laws 
forbidding gambling are still in effect 
since they have not been specifically 
overridden. 
He also said that any fair con­ 
cessionaire must be licensed by the 
agriculture director as well as the fair 
conunission. And he said he will refuse 
to grant licenses to sell lottery tickets 
until the problem is resolved. 
“I am not quarreling with the at­ 
torney general," he said, "but I won’t 
issue the licenses unless I am directly 
ordered to." 
A spokesman for Brown said that 
under the attorney general’^’ ruling, 
lottery agents may sell tickets, draw 
prize winners and award prizes at the 
fair as agreed with the commission. 
But Ohio Expositions Commission 
chairman Victor Lucas said Aber­ 
crombie’s decision is “good enough for 
me.” 
Lucas said although he had complied 
w ith the commission's w ishes to apply 
for a license to sell tickets, he “wasn’t 
a bit interested in selling lottery tick­ 
ets at the state fair." 
Lucas said he felt selling the tickets 
would create problems the com­ 
mission cannot handle w ith its present 
staff. 
Abercrombie said he believes the 
issue is a moral one. littery statutes 
prohibit the sale of tickets to anyone 
under 18. and Abercrombie said he 
does not have the manpower to enforce 
the age limit.

For a voting public sick and tired of 
finding out that some campaigns are 
run on the heinous theory that your 
money, not your vote, counts, this is 
certainly encouraging news. 
In the next few weeks, the House will 
begin consideration of a very 
im­ 
portant campaign reform bill. The 
legislation, as reported by the House 
Administration Committee recently, 
would set spending ceilings on election 
campaigns for federal office and 
establish an independent commission 
to enforce these and other campaign 
reforms. 
I hesitate to outline precisely what 
the committee bill proposes since 
several of the most important sections 
are bound to face serious challenge 
and change through amendments on

May a public school teacher be 
required to take a loyalty oath0 Yes, 
provided that the oath stays within 
constitutional bounds. 
Consider the case of a high school 
teacher who balked at swearing to 
uphold the state and federal con­ 
stitutions. 
“ I just don’t like the whole idea of 
loyalty oaths,” she explained in a court 
hearing. “ They are an infringement 
upon my freedom of conscience.’’ 
But the judge said this kind of an 
oath was nothing more than is ex­ 
pected of most public officials, up to 
and including the President. He quoted 
the following 
comment 
from 
the 
United States Supreme Court: 
“ Obviously 
the 
framers 
of 
the 
Constitution thought that an af­ 
firmation of minimum loyalty to the 
government was worth the price of 
whatever deprivation of individual 
freedom of conscience was involved.” 
Nevertheless, some oaths have been 
thrown out by the courts for going too 
far. 
Another case involved a declaration 
that the teacher had never lent “ aid, 
support, or advice” to the Communist 
Party. Wouldn’t this apply, a court 
wondered, to everyone who had ever 
supported any cause that the Com­ 
munist Party had also happened to 
support0 


The court concluded that it was 
unconstitutional to require an oath “ in 
terms so vague that men of common 
intelligence 
must 
guess 
at 
its 
meaning.” 
Also rejected was a requirement 
that teachers submit an annual list of 
every organization to which they had 
either belonged or contributed during 
the previous five years.

teacher’s right of free association. The 
court said there were all sorts of 
outside relationships that “ could have 
a possible bearing upon the teacher’s 
occupational fitness.”

One of those amendments 
likely to surface is one which

wholeheartedly support. The House 
bill 
offers

campaigns. I think this principle 
should also be applied to a limited and 
careful 
extent 
to 
Senate 
and 
Congressional elections and that more 
emphasis should be placed on en­ 
couraging small contributions. 
What my amendment offers is a 
system of matching payments for 
small contributions to Congressional 
campaigns for the purpose of shifting 
the source of funding from the special 
interests and large contributors to a 
vast base of citizen participants. It is 
not intended to eliminate private 
money altogether, however. Essen­ 
tially, the proposal would entitle each 
candidate to a $50 federal matching 
payment for each equivalent con­ 
tribution raised privately. 
To prevent abuses of this federal 
matching system and a raid on the 
federal Treasury we could not afford, 
several safeguards also accompany 
this 
proposal. 
First, 
matching 
payments from the federal Treasury 
will be limited to one-third of a can­ 
didate’s spending ceiling and a can­ 
didate 
would 
have 
to 
raise 
a 
“ threshold” amount of small con­ 
tributions equal to IO per cent of his 
spending ceiling to qualify for these 
matching payments. Both of these 
provisions would help prevent totally 
subsidized 
elections 
which 
the 
government simply could not afford 
and eliminate wasteful spending on 
frivolous candidates and 
publicity 
seekers. 
A 
third 
and 
very 
important 
stipulation is that this matching 
payment money can only be spent for 
certain purposes. The five categories, 
w hich are readily accountable and also 
essential means of communication 
with the electorate, are: radio and TV, 
billboards, newspaper advertising, 
direct mail costs and telephone banks. 
You can be sure that any abuses of 
these federal monies or any campaign 
funds for personal expenses or “ dirty 
tricks” would not be dealt with lightly 
by the independent supervisory board 
which would also be created by the 
election reform bill. One important 
feature is the federal matching money 
would come from the fund created by 
the checkoff procedure on your income 
tax return. 
This proposal of mine has a good 
deal of support rn the Congress on both 
sides of the aisle. I believe it offers a 
positive and constructive approach to 
dealing with the problems of campaign 
financing. It could open the door to 
many qualified and deserving can­ 
didates who might have otherwise 
foregone political office because of the 
heavy expenses entailed in campaigns. 
It would also make the recipients of 
these federal campaign funds more 
responsible to the people they aspire to 
represent and not the vested money 
interests dumping huge sums into 
campaign coffers. 
To be sure, this amendment alone 
will not bring integrity back to the 
political process, for there will always 
be those who will find some way to 
abuse and misuse it. On the other 
hand, it closes some of the loopholes 
and provides the electorate a means of 
reclaiming as their own a most vital 
part of the American political system. 
Once the House passes its campaign 
financing reform legislation, the 
House 
and 
Senate 
will 
have 
to 
reconcile the differences expected in 
their versions of this legislation. In 
spite of these hurdles — and make no 
mistake, they are not small ones — 
many of the weaknesses in our election 
laws which led us into the miasma of 
Watergate and other scandala are 
coming closer and closer to extinction.

OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) — Frank 
Wills, the former security guard who 
blew the whistle on Watergate, says he 
hopes to get a steady job soon, 
although most employers are reluctant 
to hire him. 
“ Employers have the idea I ’m too 
hot to hire because of all the limelight I 
got into,” said Wills, who spent the 
weekend here campaigning for Victor 
V. James Jr., a candidate for Alameda 
County sheriff. 


“ But I ’m getting along with a few TV 
interviews and talks to students who 
write to me through my attorney,” 
said Wills, 26. “ Anyhow. I ’m thinking 
about getting a steady job pretty 
soon.” 
Wills was on duty at the Watergate 
complex in Washington D.C, in June 
1972 when he discovered the break-in 
at Democratic party headquarters and 
notified police. 


WASHINGTON (AP) 
The Asian 
market, led by Japan and the Peoples 
Republic of Clima, lived up to ex­ 
pectations and topped all regions in 
buying U.S. farm products last fiscal 
year. according to the Agriculture 
Department.

PRINCETON, N J. (AP) - Fifty- 
one per cent of the persons responding 
to a recent survey by the Gallup Poll 
say President Nixon should be im­ 
peached by the House of Repre­ 
sentatives. 
However, there is a 5 per cent drop 
from the number approving of im­ 
peachment by the House to the number 
wanting Nixon’s removal from office 
by the Senate, the latest Gallup Poll 
shows. 
The House Judiciary Committee, 
which on Saturday approved one ar­ 
ticle of impeachment by a vote of 27-11, 
returns today to consider more. 
The Gallup survey, taken in mid- 
July of 1,555 adults, showed the public 
51 to 30 per cent in favor of the House 
voting impeachment. Nineteen per 
cent offered no opinion. 
In the survey, 46 per cent responded 
yes, 38 per cent no and 16 per cent had 
no opinion to the question, 
Do you 
think Nixon’s actions are serious 
enough to warrant his being removed 
from the presidency, or not?” 
The public’s view on both the House 
impeachment and Senate removal 
from office questions has not varied 
much in the last four surveys, ac­ 
cording to the Gallup organization.

Senate said here Monday that “ No one 
has the right to kill,” adding that 
woman should not have control of her 
body if abortion is involved. 
“ I understand that in perhaps one in 
a million cases would an abortion be 
necessary to save the mother’s life,” 
he told a news conference. 
Perk said his position was opposite 
that of his opponent, former astronaut 
John Glenn, a Democrat.

Shortly after he was a pallbearer in 
Dizzy Dean’s funeral, Ken Smith 
dropped a birthday card in the mail to 
Casey Stengel, who is 84 today. 
“ Old Diz" was never a close friend of 
Smith’s, nor is Stengel. But Ken Smith 
is director of the National Baseball 
Hall of Fame and part of his job is 
“ looking after our boys,” from the 
time they’re voted into the Hall 
“ I ’ve always felt completely at home 
with the players. I ’ve put my whole life 
into it,’’ said Smith, 72, who was a New 
York sports writer 38 years before 
joining the Hall in 1964. 
In two weeks, Smith will bring six 
more former baseball greats into the 
hall, including two of Stengel’s New 
York Yankee stars, Mickey Mantle 
and Whitey Ford. Others to be in­ 
ducted into the Hall of Fame Aug. 12 
are old-timers Samuel Thompson of 
the Philadelphia Phillies and James 
Bottomley of the St. Ixiuis Cardinals, 
both deceased; John (Jocko) eonian, a 
veteran National League umpire; and 
James “ Cool Papa” Bell, who played 
for a St. Ix)uis team in the Negro 


baseball leagues. 
A second feature of the day will be 
the annual Hall of Fame Game, which 
this year features the Chicago White 
Sox and the Atlanta Braves. Atlanta 
slugger Henry Aaron, baseball’s home 
run king, is certain to be back in the 
village five years from now for his own 
induction. 


Handling arrangements for the 
induction and game, which attract 
more than IOO writers and broad­ 
casters and about 10,000 fans, is the 
highlight of Smith’s job. 
But being director or the Hall ot 
Fame encompasses mony other 
duties,

GM Earnings 
Drop Sharply 
For Half Year 


DETROIT (AP) — Blaming inflation 
which hit hard on the heels of the 
energy crisis, General Motors reports 
its profits during the first six months of 
1974 nose-dived 73 per cent from a year 
ago. 


GM Chairman Richard Gerstenberg 
said Friday the auto giant was unable 
to keep prices in line with soaring 
costs. Profits were 2.8 per cent of 
sales, compared with 8.4 per cent a 
year ago, he said. 


As a result, January-June earnings 
were $426 million, compared with $1.6 
billion during the same period in 1973. 
It was the lowest profit figure at the 
halfway mark for GM in 16 years. 


Second-quarter profits of $306 
million were a 13-year low, off 62 per 
cent from $797 million last spring. 
“ In General Motors, as in the nation, 
inflation has replaced energy as the 
major concern,” said Gerstenberg in a 
statement. 
“ Costs of materials, labor and 
services continued to increase more 
rapidly than they could be recovered in 
the selling price of our products,” he 
said. 
Gerstenberg said the cost of building 
the average GM car in 1974 rose about 
$225, while the price of GM vehicles 
increased an average $133 during the 
same six-month period. GM has raised 
the price of its vehicles an average 
$534 since the end of the 1973-model 
year. 
Sales during January-June totaled 
$15.21 billion, down 21 per cent from 
$19.18 billion a year earlier. Second- 
quarter sales of $8.28 billion were off 14 
per cent from $9.6 billion in 1973. 
Despite the dismal performance, 
Gerstenberg and GM 
President 
Edward Cole noted the second-quarter 
was an improvement over the first, 
when earnings plummeted 85 per cent 
to $120 million. 
Per-share earnings during the 
second quarter were $1.05, compared 
with a record $2.78 a year ago. They 
were up from 41 cents in the first 
quarter. 
Six months’ per-share earnings were 
$1.46, down from a record $5.62 during 
1973.

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NFL Player Strike 
A t Critical Stage

The National Football League 
players’ strike entered a critical stage 
today with the resumption of talks and 
rank-and-file criticism of the players 
association’s negotiating tactics. 
Efforst to settle the 30-day-old strike 
were scheduled to resume this af­ 
ternoon in Washington, D.C., under 
supervision of the Federal Mediation 
and Conciliation Service’s chief, W.J. 
Userv. 
Usery met Monday with rep­ 
resentatives of the NFL Players 
Association and planned to talk with 
the 
N FL 
Management 
Council, 
bargaining agent for the owners, today 
before resuming negotiations. 


Usery said he hoped now that “ we 
can get both sides down to hard, good- 
faith bargaining. 'That is what we 
desire and are working for and we 
hope an agreement can be con­ 
summated.” 


Meanwhile in Chicago, offensive 
tackle Bob Asher said “ ifs getting 
obvious we’ve lost the strike. The 
owners aren’t budging. 
“ I feel Ed Garvey (the players 
association’s executive director) is 
blowing it. He came into this thing with 
such hardnosed tactics, using freedom 
as the theme, that the good poults of 
our stand have been disguised.” 


Asher said “ ... by ignoring the 
public with the ‘No Freedom, No 
Football’ approach, probably 80 per 
cent of the public is against us.” 
Some 
hope 
for 
compromise, 
however, was seen Monday in a 
statement issued under NFLPA 
lYesident Bill Curry’s name. 
“ We sincerely believe that, at this 
tune, an agreement can be reached,” 
the statement said. 
In the training camps, the flock of 
defections from the strike continued, 
most notably m I strobe, Pa., where 
seven veterans, led by quarterback 
Joe Gilliam, joined the Pittsburgh 
Steelers’ camp. 
Another notable defection was that 
of quarterback Greg I^andry, who 
joined Detroit’s Bloomfield Hills, 
Mich., camp where the death of Coach 
Don McCafferty was thought to have 
ended the solidarity of the lions’ 
strike.

Ford Urges 
Relaxation 
O f Emissions 


DEARBORN, Mich. (AP) — Ford 
Motor Co. says it can achieve a 25 per 
cent gasoline savings with a new 
stratified charge engine, but can’t 
build it unless future pollution rules 
are relaxed. 
Ford President I^ee Iacocca said 
today the firm is “ more optimistic 
than ever" about the stratified charge 
engines, which spread combustion 
over a longer period of time to obtain a 
more efficient bum. 
“ These engines have two rather 
important characteristics: They can 
meet current emission standards, and 
they can deliver a fuel-economy im­ 
provement of up to 25 per cent, com­ 
pared with current engines,” he said. 


The experimental engines, however, 
cannot be tuned to meet the scheduled 
1978 limits on emissions of nitrogen 
oxide exhausts, Iacocca said in re­ 
marks prepared for the 1975 Lincoin- 
Mercury preview. 
“ The experts contend that the 
present standard is too stringent, must 
be changed, and will be changed, but 
we can’t spend hundreds of millions of 
dollars to build a product that couldn’t 
be sold under existing law,” Iacocca 
said. 
Opening the first model preview for 
1975, Iacocca also called on Congress 
to continue the 55-mile-per-hour speed 
limit past its automatic expiration 
next June. 
“ Traffic deaths have declined 25 per 
cent since its inception,” he said. 
“ Beyond that, it has reduced fuel 
consumption, which in turn has saved 
people money....”

“ I anticipate the cry now ,” 
said Brown, “ the howls that 
will go up when eventually 
some of the players who were 
on strike are cut later on.” 
The strike won’t be a factor, 
though, he added. 
“ There are some guys here 
who definitely will make the 
team, and this is a chance of a 
lifetime for them,” he said of 
the 26 vets and 14 rookies who 
did report despite the NP LPA 
strike. 
“ It’s an honest deal,” said 
Brown indicating the strike 
will not be a factor in whether 
players make the team. 
“ But there were some guys 
on our team who were on thin 
ice even if there had been no 
strike. I-et’s not write it off as 
pertaining to the strike.”

we’re still strong and let the 
players in camp know the 
strike is still going on.” 
Matson, noting that more 
Bengals broke the strike than 
any other N FL team, in­ 
dicated players on other 
teams might retaliate once 
the strike is settled.

of Nixon’s initial decision.

"a short notification that he 
had not approved the bill. It 
didn’t make any sense in view 
of the previous involvement 
he’s had in the public broad­ 
casting matter.”

ad­ 
m inistration 
efforts 
to 
decentralize public broad­ 
casting and emphasize more 
of a “grass-roots” approach. 
The bill, aim ed at in­ 
sulating public broadcasters 
from

provide up to $440 million 
over a five-year period, but 
on a matching basis of $1 for

Nixon’s initial decision came 
without elaboration, said he 
argued the case for the bill 
with Haig, but not with the 
President personally. 
He said he later received a 
White House memo that said, 
“The President has approved 
your proposal.’” He said it 
also was without elaboration, 
but that he hasn’t tried to 
learn 
the 
whys 
of 
the 
reversal. 
He said that now that White 
House debate on the bill has 
ended, he thinks the measure 
stands a good chance of pas­ 
sage, even though it has 
unique provisions Congress 
rarely sees in a financing bill. 
It combines both author­ 
ization for spending and 
appropriation of the funds in 
the same document, he said. 
The two steps usually are 
voted on separately by the 
Congress.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The words 
were different. The mood was dif­ 
ferent. The sense of history had 
changed. But the result was the same. 
The House Judiciary Committee once 
more accused Richard Nixon of failing 
the nation’s trust. 


On Saturday, the strain showed as a 
committee of the nation’s represen­ 
tatives voted to recommend the ouster 
of a President for only the second time 
in the annals of the republic. 
It was bitter medicine, even for 
those who fought hardest to bring the 
charges that added up to obstruction of 
justice by the nation’s highest elected 
official. 
Although the routine was the same 
on Monday—an exhausting, often 
eloquent and sometimes bitterly 
resigned debate— there was little of 
the drama, none of the tears. 
One more congressman, Republican 
Robert McClory of Illinois, joined the 
impeachment forces to make it 28-10. 
Even that was no surprise. He’d said 
all along he felt the President had not 
carried out the laws faithfully. 
Article II charges abuse of power. 
One Democrat, Rep. Walter Flowers 
of Alabama, called it an offense even 
more serious than obstruction of 
justice. 
Another Southerner, Rep. James R. 
Mann, D-S.C., had cried when he voted 
for the first article. 
Now, speaking of the second, he said 
softly: 
“ If there be no accountability, 
another President can see fit to do as 
he chooses and the next time there 
may be no watchman in the night.’’ 
On Saturday there had 
been 
suspense, even with a certain outcome. 
On Monday some congressmen spoke 
of victory. 
“ Most Americans recognize what 
those words really meant and who they 
were directed at,” said Rep. Charles 
B. Rangel, a Harlem Democrat. The 
Article II vote, he hoped, “ will restore 
some of the original meaning," and 
added:
